KNAPPJNSANE? 


Prisoner Evidently Things That He Will Be Sent to 


Lunatic Asylum-Progress of the Trial 


at Hamilon, Ohio. 


Hamilton, O., July 3—The Knapp 


trial was resumed this morning. Mrs. 
Martha Rice, a witness for the defense, 
testified that Knapp had spells which 
lasted six hours. He could not hold a 
position at any employment and -did 
not attend school regularly. During the 
giving of this testimony Knapp was 
attentive to the witness, and beckoned 
to a page to give her a glass of water. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ed King who were wit- 
nesses _for the prosecution were sub- 
poenaed by the defense after the for- 
mer had testified against Knapp. This 


is said to be the result of the reconcili- 
ation of Mrs. King and her brother, Al- 
fred Knapp, a few days ago. Mrs. 
King testified about Knapp being in a 
mournful mood at times and holding 
his head in his hands. King says he 
believes that Knapp is not insane as 
long as he is imprisoned; that he 
needs restraint and that after 27 hours 
imprisonment during Knapp's life it 
is second nature for him to be con- 
fined to bold _him in bounds and pre- 
vent him doing criminal acts. Knapp 
is of the opinion that he will be sent 
to an insane asylum.

Kaunas Senator Declare* IntaUlng 


Canals a Remedy. 


Senator J. R. Burtoii of Kansas, 


chairman of the senate forestry com- 
mission and an enthusiastic advocate 
of headwater reservoirs, thinks the re- 
cent floods could have been prevented, 
says a special dispatch from Abilene, 
Kan , to the Philadelphia Public Ledg- 
er. He said the other day: "The re- 
cent floods should awaken public 
thought to the necessity of providing, 
if possible, against such terrible dis- 
asters in the future. We can, perhaps, 
do nothing to either increase or de- 
crease the rainfall anywhere, but we 
can do a great deal toward the control 
of the water after it falls on the earth. 


"I see it is estimated that Kansas 


City and vicinity lost §20,000,000 by 
this flood and that Topeka lost $4,000,- 
000 worth of property. This, perhaps, 
is exaggerated, but suppose the aggre- 
gate loss was $25,000,000? Less than 
that amount of money would con- 
struct intaking canals and receptive 
reservoirs sufficient to have prevented 
any destruction whatever by this flood. 


"Beginning with the Plains county 


at the foothills of the mountains and 
extending throughout the entire arid 
and semiarid belt, the waters can be 
impounded for irrigation purposes. By 
the time the beneficial use is thorough- 
ly understood it will be demonstrated 
that the waters that can be impounded 
in the rain belt can and will be used 
beneficially for irrigation, in addition 
to the prevention of destructive floods."

A Terrible Weapon. 


The weapon common to every part 


of Hindustan, so as to deserve the 
name of the national arm. is the- "ka- 
tar." This is a broad, two edjietl dag- 
ger, the hilt of which is formed some- 
thing like an H, tho hand craspius the 
crossbar, which is generally double, 
while the side bars extend on each side 
of the wrist. 


Some katars are made with five 


blades, which unite into cue. but by 
squeezing together the <-ros«bars di- 
rerge like the lingers of a baud wheu 
the thrust has been given. Other Ua- 
tars are made in sets of two or even 
three, of diminishing sizes, the blades 
of the larger being hollow and forming 
sheaths for tho smaller. Some of the 
southern Indian katars, known as

nearly two feet long in the blade, and 
the hilts are n mass of fantastic scroll- 
work and mythological inoi^ter*, tho 
cobra with expanded hood figuring 
largely. There is also the "biclflnvu," 
or scorpion's sting, a doubly curved 
dagger; the "khanjar," a larger form 
of the same, and the "peshkabz," or 
hunting knife. But none of these elab- 
orate weapons has about it the terri 
bly "businesslike" look of the Kliybcr 
knife (ch'hura), with its ponderous sin 
gle edged, tapering blade and plaiu 
ivory hilt—Chambers' Journal. 


Eje Exercise. 


An exercise which, if persoveriuglj 


practiced, will greatly strengthen the 
eyes and which has entirely restored 
many cases of impaired vision, so that 
spectacles and eyeglasses were dis- 
carded, is to turn the eyes upward and 
downward alternately, as far as possi 
ble, twenty times, says a writer In the 
New York Herald. Don't pause in th'1 
upward glance. The motion is inces- 
sant, but not hastened. Next turn the 
eyes to right and to left, repeating as 
before.

Turn them to the upper right corner 
and its obverse. Repeat. Conclude tbe 
exercise with rolling the eyes arouud. 
first to tbe right, then to the left, in 
the extreme limit of the muscular ex- 
tension, being careful, however, not to 
strain tbe muscles. 


If the exercise is repeated at conven- 


ience several times during the day, it 
will soon strengthen tbe muscles.
